7. Based on the decision from the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, the 
rejections are reversed, and therefore claims 1, 2, 4-14, 17-30, 33-35, 37, 39-41, now 
re-numbered as claims 1-34 are allowable. As mentioned by the Boards decision, the 
request to transmit data must include both the primary and secondary addresses, each 
associated with one of a primary and secondary protocol, must be part of the request.
